$125 for cost of living bonus, evidently for six months. During the fiscal year 1919-20 
she received the full bonus of $252, being 12 months at $21, I do not find that she has 
been paid any bonus for the current fiscal year. 

I would like to be informed as to the circumstances under which Miss Sloan was 
absent with half pay for a period of 16} months, and why she was paid the bonus 
during her absence.
